REAR AXLE 

Three-quarter floating. Car weight carried on 
flexible roller bearings on outside of axle hous¬ 
ing. Axle shafts have only one function—to 
turn the wheels. They carry no weight. Thus 
wear and strain is minimized. Inside end of 
axle supported by differential case which is 
carried in tapered roller bearings inside the 
axle housing. Drive is by spiral bevel gear 
and pinion permanently adjusted. 

Rear axle is three-quarter floating type which relieves the axles of ail 
weight.

A new design of driving pinion is'employed which is marie with an ex¬ 
tension for the key-way, eliminating the strain in the section carrying 
the teeth. 

The rear axle is particularly easy to service. Disconnecting the left 
rear spring shackle, brake rods, radius rod and left housing from centre 
at differential housing, will permit the complete axle and differential as¬ 
sembly to be removed for servicing without having to remove complete 
end from chassis. 

SPRINGS 

Two transverse semi-elliptic springs provide 
maximum axle movement with minimum un- 
sprung weight. The springs act as shock ab- 
/ ‘ sorbers only and do not absorb driving and 
stopping strains. 

The rear transverse spring permits the use of full torque tube drive 
ensuring perfect rear end alignment. 

The outstanding feature of the spring system is that shackles being 
close to the axle extremities greatly reduce the strain thrown into the 
axle, permitting lighter axles apd therefore, less unsprung weight. Un¬ 
sprung weight is that portion of the car’s weight which is not carried on 
the springs, in other words, wheels, hubs, radius rods, axles and all parts 
below the spring shackles. These are only protected from road shocks 
by the tires, and a minimum of unsprung weight ensures increased tire 
mileage. ’• 

Transverse springs permit the use of full torque tube drive and the 
employment of radius rods to ensure front axle being held -in proper 
alignment. The front axle being held rigidly in alignment, the danger 
of uneven tension upon front wheel brake rods and uneven operation of 
brakes, is eliminated.

Alberta Coal Should be Placed on 
the Ontario Markets 

That the City Council of Edmonton 
Alberta, made no error when it gave 
support .to the campaign favouring 
prompt intervention by the Federal 
Government in adjusting railway 
freight rates for coal, so as to permit 
the carrying of Canadian coal and its 
sale in Canada at prices favourable to 
the consumer, is revealed by, the re¬ 
sponse to its appeal for co-operation 
by other cities and towns. There is 
every evidence that the matter of coal 
rates is regarded as a national ques¬ 
tion in the fact that replies have 
come in from practically every prov¬ 
ince, from ocean to ocean. To date, 
twenty-two of the most important ci¬ 
ties have unanimously at(^ited resolu¬ 
tions which call upon the Federal 
Government for immediate action in 
dealing with the question. The capi¬ 
tal city of the Dominion and the seat 
of the Federal Parliament stands out 
noticeably in the list of supporters; 
the province of Quebec is represented 
by the City of Montreal and other 
names. The cities of the maritime 
provinces are there along with the 
names of their inland sisters, and the 
action taken by these cities shows 
that interest in the coal question is 
not limited by provincial boundaries 
or by the presence of this natural re¬ 
source in any particular district. All 
the cities express the conviction that| 
it is a matter which the government 
can deal with quickly and effectually, 
as investigation has shown there were 
certain miscalculations in the major-1 
ity report of the^ Board of Ralway 
Commissioners, which upon correction 
will allow of a lowering of the pres¬ 
ent railway rates without loss to the I 
railways, and obviously without the; 
need of a government subsidy. 

~ 

In the course of an address before 
the Board of Trade at Vancouver, up¬ 
on the great services rendered Can¬ 
ada by the late Sir William Van 
Horne, founder of the City of Van¬ 
couver and President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, C. A. Cotterell, gen¬ 
eral superintendent for the railway’s 
British Columbia district, said. “The 
Canadian Pacific Railway is the larg¬ 
est employer, the largest taxpayer 
and the largest purchaser in the Prov 
ince of British Columbia; spending 
last year within the province $20,750- 
000 in stores and supplies, taxes, 
wages and so forth. The tonnage of 
Die port was valued last year at $266 
000,000 in imports and $268,000,000 in 
exports.’’

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Interesting Article Written by the 
General Agricultural Agent of the 
C.P.R. Read It 

A few years ago the Canadian cat¬ 
tle industry fell between the Fordney 
tariff of the United States and' the 
British embargo, and livestock rais-, 
ers in the Dominion fell upon evil 
times, v The steady depression of the 
Canadian cattle industry was predict^ 
ed and had all the appearance of lik- 
lihood. With the removal of the Brit¬ 
ish embargo Canadian shippers found 
profitable outlook in the English mar¬ 
kets and for some time that country 
was responsible for the greater pro¬ 
portion of Canadian cattle market¬ 
ings. Recently rising -prices in the 
United States made it more profitable 
to ship to that country in spite of the 
tariff and Canadian cattle have been 
moving across the border in increas¬ 
ing number. This year there have 
been no shipments to England on ac¬ 
count of an inability meet price 
while in the first seven months of the 
year some 45,000 head were exported 
to the United States. With a general 
demand at the present time for Can¬ 
adian cattle it has not taken long to 
revolutionize the status of the indus¬ 
try in Canada arid place cattle rais¬ 
ers in a better position than they 
have known for some time. 

“Everything points to a very active 
business in the cattle line* in Canada 
just now,” states one of Western 
Canada’s foremost cattle breeders. 
“Prices are higher now than ever 
since the Great War. The United 
States, h^ve millions less cattle than 
they normally have and there is con¬ 
sequently a larger demand for Cana¬ 
dian animals. And according to a 
statement issued by tin* Bureau of 
Animal Husbandry at Washington, 
prices will continue to ( rise for the 
next few years. I prophesy a bright 
future for the cattle business in Can¬ 
ada.” Another equally prominent 
livestock man, on his’ return from 
England, said: “World markets are 
clamoring for Canadian cattle and the 
cattle export industry is bound to im¬ 
prove. The British and United 
States markets jure strong in the 
field for Canadian beef and now Port¬ 
ugal has an agent in Canada trying 
to secure a shipment of 8,000 head of 
steers, so far without success.” 

Testimony to the quality of Cana¬ 
dian rangebred stock was given in 
November when the highest price of 
the year for range cattle on the Chi¬ 
cago market was paid for a consign¬ 
ment of eighteen Alberta steers 
which averaged 1,403 pounds and 
sold at $15f5frsper cwt. This is equal 
to the record high mark of the Chica¬ 
go stockyards history made in 1920. 
The enii£i^_cpnsignment consisted of 
nineteen carloads which brought $53,- 
000, and a tariff of $10,000, or an av¬ 
erage of two cents per pound, was 
paid to get the animals across the 
border to the Chicago market. 

There have been many indications 
of an appreciation of the attractiohs 
Western Canada offers in the cattle 
industry at the present time. Buyers 
from the United States endeavoring 
to pick up Canadian animals for ship¬ 
ment have been numerous. Many 
ranches, some of them outstanding in 
the area for their size, have changed 
hands in the past summer, while 
many smaller cattle enterprises have 
been launched in the territory. There 
is universal agreement that the time 
is propitious for embarking on the 
cattle business, and the future will be 
decidedly profitable for those coming 
to engage in the pursuit. 

Cattle in Canada in 1926 numbered 
9 ,160^150 as compared with 9,307,298 
in the previous year. In 1916 there 
were only 6,598,707 head in Canada, 
but they rapidly increased during the 
war years, the figure standing at ov¬ 
er 10,000,000 in 1918 and 1919. In 
1921, when the United States tariff 
made itself felt, there were 10,206,- 
205 head, so that the sitation has 
made a fairly rapid recovery. Sales 
at Canadian stockyards during the 
first nine months of 1927 totalled 477- 
679 as compared with 556,901 in -the 
previous corresponding period, and 
animals billed through totalled 70,277 
as against 199,553 in 1926. 

One possible indirect effect of thq, 
troublesome times through which the 
cattle industry has been the improve¬ 
ment and facilitating of marketing 
conditions in Western Canada. Each 
of the three prairie provinces formed 
a livestock pool which has for some 
time been functioning very efficiently. 
Recently a further improvement was 
affected when arrangements were con 
eluded for the marketing of all the 
livestock in the three western prov¬ 
inces by a central, co-ordinating ag¬ 
ency known as the Central Livestock 
Co-Operative, Limited, which is to 
have control and direction of the cen¬ 
tral marketing policy. This is the 
first concerted endeavor to bring 
about organized marketing of live¬ 
stock through a singls channel and is 
expected to result in material profits 
To the farmers of Western Canada. 

The favorable position in which 
ranchers and livestock raisers find 
themselves as a result of the cattle 
situation is duplicated by the comfort 
able circumstances in which grain 
gro\frrs are placed as a result of an¬ 
other heavy and profitable crop. The 
mixed farmer is benefiting from both 
directions, and his prospect is bright. 
Authoritative opinion agrees that the 
condition of the Canadian farmer was 
never better and the prospect of in¬ 
creasing demand for Canadian farm 
products promises the maintenance of 
this position. The time could scarce¬ 
ly be a more auspicious one for new 
settlement.

A Burnt Child and His Treatment 
By a Red Cross Nurse 

Mothers must exercise unceasing 
vigilance over their children in con¬ 
nection with fire risks. Remember 
that the little ones do not appreciate 
the danger they are in when they try 
to play with inflammable materials. 
Hence it is up to every parent to use 
common sense precautions daily as 
follows: 

Keep all matches in aTgrfp place 
tout of yoiir child’s reach. 'Never let 
him play with them, or with fire at 
any time, nor carr.v lighted lamps 
around the house or candles, nor play- 
near an open unguarded fire or oil 
stove. 

Most fires are preventable^ Clothing 
cleaned by gafioline near an open fire 
is exceedingly dangerous. Lamps on 
shelves too near the window curtains 
or draperies have caused many trage¬ 
dies. Beware of over heating the 
stove with the risk of red hot pines 
and the wall or ceiling catching fire. 

When a fire starts, close doors and 
windows and thus prevent draughts 
which would fan the flames, and set 
all ablaze in a moment. Often a fire 
may be smothered at once with It rug 
or blanket or heavy coat. Should 
anyone catch fire lay him at once on 
the floor, and smother fire with any¬ 
thing available, as tablecloth, cur¬ 
tains, or anything heavy. Roll pa¬ 
tient slowly over, beating out flames 
with hands. or towels or sack.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The Border Canning Co. of New 
Westminster has completed the erec¬ 
tion of a canning factory on a site re¬ 
cently secured in the north-east por¬ 
tion of Edmonton, and machinery is 
being installed. The company has 
leased 800 acres of land for the grow¬ 
ing of vegetables. 

Homestead filings in Western Can¬ 
ada in the first eleven months of 1927 
totalled 5,959, as compared with 5,592 
in the corresponding period of 1926. 
Of the filings in the past year 673 
were in Manitoba, 2,598 in Saskatche¬ 
wan, 2,581 in Alberta and 107 in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

The growing importance of tire fur 
farming industry in Alberta is indi¬ 
cated by the importation during the 
past week of a shipment of 27 pairs 
of silver foxes from ranches in the 
Maritime Provinces. These animals 
valued at $25,000, were consigned to 
the National Silver Fox Club at Mor- 
inville, a newly organized firm which 
plans to engage in fox breeding on a 
large scale. 

The Rosedale Dairy Company of 
New York is invading Canadian terri¬ 
tory and buying up cheese factories 
here with th.?. purpose of making soft 
cheese for the Jewish trade of New 
York and its environs. The firm star¬ 
ted with a factory on Wolfe Island 
and has recently bought two more 
cheese plants at Pine Hill and Wood- 
bum, in the township of Pittsburg 
just east of Kingston. The combined 
capacity will be 1,000 pounds of 
cheese per day. 

Building contracts awarded in Al¬ 
berta during 1927 total some $7,507,- 
300 according to a construction sum¬ 
mary recently issued by the MacLean 
Building Reports Limited. Included 
in the statement are 508 residential 
buildings valued at ,$1,891,700; 332 
business buildipgs valued at $3,987,- 
200; 18 industrial buildings valued gt 
$356,100; and 34 engineering projects 
with a valuation of $1,272,300. The 
report shows a larger volume of new 
I construction throughout Canada in 
j 1927 than in any year since 1912. 

I Abolition of the office of Assistant 
I Superintendent, the amalgamation of 
I headquarters and “A” (Edmonton) 
division, and the creation of a Crim¬ 
inal Investigation Branch, are an¬ 
nounced in connection with a read¬ 
justment of the personnel of the stalf 
of the Alberta Provincial Police Force 
Under the new arrangement, Assist¬ 
ant Superintendent J. I). Nicholson, 
whose position is being abolished, has 
I resigned and Inspector W. F. W. 
Hancock of the Peace River District 
takes command of “A” Division of 
Edmonton, replacing Inspector J. S. 
Piper who will become head of the 
newly created Criminal Investigation 
i Branch. The proposed changes, it is 
I estimated, will effect a considerable 
| economy annually and increase the ef¬ 
ficiency of the force.
